Because of amendment, the inventions described in claims 1 and 3 to 7 are no longer the same as 
the inventions described in documents 1 to 4, and thus appear to possess novelty. In addition, 
because a party skilled in the art cannot easily conceive of them from the inventions described in 
documents 1 to 4, they appear to involve an inventive step.

VIII. Certain observations on the international application 



The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully 
supported by the description, are made: 

The descriptions on page 3, lines 2 and 3 and lines 11 and 12 in the Specification (aromatic 
hydrocarbon groups with 4 carbons, etc.) are contradictory in terms of technology. 

The applicant claims that there are cases where heteroatoms are included in an aromatic ring, 
and thus this is not contradictory; generally, however, such compounds are called "heterocyclic" 
compounds and are different from "aromatic hydrocarbons," which indicate hydrocarbons that 
contain a benzene ring. Therefore, these descriptions remain unclear.
